2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Junkins et al 6,270,010 in view of Sekino 2004/0175221 . Junkins discloses an ATM 
with a receipt printer 50 (fig 3; col 8 line 65- col 9 line 2), and a controlling processor 52 
(fig 3; col 9 lines 3-13). Junkins does not disclose the specific grooves and ridges of the 
receipt printer as claimed. Sekino discloses a printer for printing an ATM [0004]. It is 
disclosed that the receipt is transported by a belt driven mechanism [0023-0027]; fig.3. 
There is disclosed belts 1 1 , a raised ridge 10, two elongated grooves (shown at G) on 
both ends of the ridge 10. As a receipt is discharged, it is passed by ridge 10 by belts 

1 1 . The shape of the ridge 10 causes the receipt to be bowed up in the middle. It 
would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to use the ATM receipt printer of Sekino in the ATM of Junkins. The use of 
the belt driven printer of Sekino would be instrumental in reducing printer paper jams. 

4. The belts 1 1 of Sekino include spaced apart projections F that are instrumental in 
urging the receipt passed ridge 10. As can be clearly seen in figures 2 and 3 of Sekino, 
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the receipt printer is attached to a frame. The ATM of Junkins further clearly shows a 
fascia in figure 1. 

5. Junkins and Sekino do not specifically disclose the pivotable, movable portion of 
the fascia. Official Notice is taken that hinged access doors on electronic equipment is 
old and well known. It would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time of the invention to provide a hinged door, with one or more hinges, to the 
system of Junkins and Sekino in order to allow a technician access to the internal 
components of the system for servicing and repair. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Graef et al 20030037421 discloses an ATM with belt driven sheet 
moving means.
